Dismissal of Pierre Laval from the 
French government should add fur- 
ther confusion to relations between 
Germany and France, interfering 
with Herr Hitler’s “diplomatic of- 
fensive’ on the continent. At the 
same time, relations between France 
and Great Britain ought to recede 
from the danger line to which La- 
val sought to carry them. 

Changes of foreign ministers in 
any European government always 
means changes in details of the pre- 
ceding policy. As Laval’s successor 
at the Vichy foreign office, Pierre 
Flandin will have his own ideas 
for incorporation in negotiations 
with Germany. That means pro- 
longation of discussions and post- 
ponement of final decisions. 

Laval was bitterly antagonistic to 
Great Britain, believing that the 
British government’s rejection of his 
idea for amity with Italy at the 
time of Mussolini’s invasion of the 
Abyssinian district was a major 
cause of the present war. Had he 
been given a free hand in deciding 
France’s present policies, he might 
even have carried France into the 
war on Germany’s side.

EXPLAINED BY COMMITTEE 


Committee Would Retain Present Maximum Limits 
But Suagests Zoning Of State Highways To Permit 


Certain Districts 


tomary and would be reasonable and 
safe. 

Further, it is proposed that the 
State Department be authorized to 
reduce the 45 mile speed limit upon 
curves and where there is a short 
45 mile district between residentiai 
or business districts. 

The committee recognizes that it 
is impossible by blanket state law 
|to establish exact uniform limits 
that are entirely reasonable and ap- 
propriate under all conditions of 
|traffic. The proposal for zoning is 
‘to permit the signing of highways 
‘for speeds within the limits men- 
|tioned that are suitable to the par- 
| ticular conditions. If such zoned 
speeds are found to be unsafe, they 
‘can be reduced by administrative 
/action. 

Reference in the committee de- 
liberations to a speed of 65 miles 
per hour has- also been misunder- 
|stood. During many years the Cal- 
ifornia law has prescribed a 45 mile 
per hour prima facie limitation. In 
laymen's language this means that 
any motorist traveling in excess of 
45 miles per hour must assume the 
|burden that his speed was reason- 
‘able and prudent at the time and 
place.

French Political Shift Seen As 
Move To Delay Nazi Peace

‘ever authoritarian Petain’s ideas 
/may be, he is working for France's 
future interests; and as a military 
commander he knows that the ulti- 


be won. 

When France surrendered last 
summer, it seemed to the French 
leaders as if Great Britain, 
were doomed. That conclusion must 
now be changed in Vichy at least to 
one of uncertainty, especially since 
Greek and North African develop- 
ments. 

Only a British victory can save 
France and every consideration of 
political and military common sense 
should cause Petain to hold off Ger- 
man demands as long as he can 
do so. Laval apparently wanted a 
contrary policy, blinded by his An- 
glophobia. Had he succeeded in the 
overthrowing of Petain, as reports 
credit him with trying to do, it 
would have been. much ‘to Ger- 
many’s advantage, if French pub- 
‘lic opinion could have been held in 
‘hand. 

That French public feeling has to 
be taken into account, however, is 
shown today by Vichy’s announce- 
;ment of the organization of a new 
advisory assembly to share respon- 
‘sibilities with Petain. This recogni- 
tion of the weight of public opinion 
seems to be the start of a movement

Adolf Hitler, acting through his 
agent, Otto Abetz, today moved 
forcefully into the dramatic — but 
still obscure — French situation. 


Tis first achievement was the re- 
lease from confinement of Pierre 
Laval, ousted French vice-premier 
and leading exponent of Franco- 
German “collaboration,” possibly 
even to the extent of a French de- 
claration of war on Great Britain. 

Laval’s release was accompanied 
by a revealing Nazi statement in 
Berlin which expressed “extraordi- 
nary interest” in Laval’s dismissal 
and a determination to “examine 
the motives” behind the weekend 
drama in which he was succeeded 
as foreign minister by Pierre Eti- 
enne Flandin. 

Nazis said that the events raised 
the question whether or not France 
will “continue the European pol- 
icy.” The “European policy” is a 
German euphemism employed to 
describe Hitler’s concept of a Nazi- 
dominated European order. 

As the drama of state moved for- 
ward in France, the British im- 
perial force in Africa drove deeper 
into Libya and were reported by 
London to be threatening to occupy

SAN FRANCISCO (lP—The State 
Department of Public Health today 
announced that a program of spe- 
cial care of children suffering from 
rheumatic fever and heart disease 
would be started soon after Jan. 
1 in Contra Costa, Solano and Yolo 
counties. 

The program is financed by fed- 
eral social security funds and is be- 
ing started in eight states and the 
District of Columbia along lines al- 
ready established for service to 
crippled children. 

Dr. Bertram Brown, state health 
director, said that any one in the 
three counties under 21 years of age 
would be eligible for diagnosis.
